Ing.s will he on sandy or light wlnd- 
' blown soils which arc subject to wind 
erosion cnpahle of ruining seedings 
made during the latter part of the 
suiimier. 

Tests at the (hpinwUa .soil experl 
ment fielil. maintained In Henderson 
county by the Vnlverslty of Illinois 
I'ollege of Agriculture, sliow that this 
damage may l>e largely done away 
witli l»y the use of oat.M as a combi* 
nation nnr.’*e nml co\er crop for fall- 
seeded alfalfa on .sandy laml. Hbser- 
vatlon.s made nt tlie Oqnawkn field dis¬ 
closed no damage to alfalfa seeded 
last fall where sitrroundi’d liy good 
nat.s gniwth. Ilnweser, a few feet 
away where no o.it.s luid grown the 
alfaira was eitln‘r liadty damaged or 
entirely kliled liy the wind-blown sand. 
In a largei nnproti>cte<l area on the 
Held, sand tiad drifted several inches 
deei». eoini»h‘ti*ly burying a strip (»f 
bliiegras.s. 

In addition t<» prcNeiillng the move¬ 
ment of ibe soil by hlgli wlinls. oats 
sown as a nurse crop witli alfalfa tlds 
fall supplies at lea.'^t three other ad¬ 
vantages. Grasslioppers prefer the 
oats to the young alfalfa plants and 
thus are not so likely to feed upon 
the legume; oats l.s le-^s of a competi¬ 
tive tompaiiinii for Hie alfalfa tlian 
weeds wtmid lie. and oats ald.s In pro- 
teeting the alfalfu against the winter 
cold.

Mean¬ 
while, cut a Persian melon In 
small balls, and marinate them in 
French dressing. When ready to 
serve, turn tomato ring out onto 
a round platter and fill center 
with melon bails. Around the 
ring place small hearts of lettuce 
filled with mayonnaise. Serves 
eight.*

Sweet Clover Hay Rated 
High in Minnesota Tests 

Steers will fatten practically us well 
on sweet clover hay as on alfalfa of 
similar quality, according to .Minnesota 
e.xperliiient station trlal.s recently com¬ 
pleted. Otlier university farm trials 
showed that tin* two kinds of hay 
were about equal also for winier l»oi*f 
cows and heifers Trials have given 
like results with lambs. 

Cutting tlie cured sweet clover wlib 
an ensilage cutter was fouml advl.-*- 
able for cattle feeding but there was 
no apparent advantage In cutting it 
for ftittenlng lamlis. Fine grinding of 
ruugliage makes the feed too I'xtieii- 
slve for cattle. 

Put corn fodiier also was found a 
fairly satl'*fa«tory rougiuige for dry 
lieef cows and lielfers, wiieii foil in 
limited (piantltles with corn silage and 
mt sweet clover liny and when feij 
uith shelled corn to fattening laiiiie*. 
The heifers lost some lle.sh on a ration 
of rotigliuge only, and it was found 
necessary to add a little grain to keep 
tliem gaining, .\dding linseed meal to 
Hie lamb ration of sIielliMl corn and 
cni corn fodiler Improved It slightly 
but decrea.seil the feeding profit. 

Prairie lia.v, even tliotigh of excel¬ 
lent quality and sutipiemonled with 
linseed meal and limestone, t>roved nn 
unsatisfactory roughage for fattening 
}curling steer calves and lambs.

Give Pastures Start 

fiooil pafturos are an iisiict to niiy 
farm, uiid [jurtlculurly to a good live 
stock farm. .Many farmers damage 
thetr paitures by turning stock on 
them during the early days of spring. 
The ground Is usually soft and tramp¬ 
ing damages the iilunls. The worst 
damage, however, comes tlirougli close 
grazing of the young plants before 
they have a chiincu to get started. 
I'lants require a reasonable top growth 
Id order that their roots become firmly 
established. The young, tender grass 
of early spring does not have as much 
nutritive value us It will have a few 
weeks later. It Is best for the live 
stock and much the best for pastures 
If they are given s cliuuce to get 
a good start.

The adoption of airplanes to fight 
grasshoppers Is another Illustration of 
the resourcefulness of the western 
Canada farmer. Spreading of poison 
for grasshoppers has been so success¬ 
ful In one or two ureas In southern 
Alberta that It will probably be adopt¬ 
ed as a regular method In future. The 
planes were used In flying at 100-feet 
elevation, using four pounds of bait to 
the acre. The cost per section was 
gS to $10, and the distribution thinly 
and evenly dune, and so effective, 
with the use ot oiled butt, that hoppers 
were still dying a week after the butt 
was spread.
